CARGOES DETAINED. 


The United States asserts that it 
views with growing concern the de- 
tention of scores of American cargoes 
consigned from this country to neutral 
ports, contending that it should be the 
duty of the belligerent to protect 
neutral commerce and prevent inno- 
cent merchants from suffering. 

One of the complaints cited in the 
note is against the treatment by Great 
Britain of American cargoes of cop- 
per. It is.charged that Great Brit- 
ain is not according the same treat- 
ment to American trade in copper 
with the Scandinavian countries as to 
commerce between the United States 
and Italy under the same conditions 
of shipment. Even though the Italian 
government has proclaimed an em- 
bargo on the exportation of copper 
from Italy to belligerent countries, 
similar to the embargo in force in 
Norway, Denmark and Sweden, the 
consignments of copper to Italy from 
the United States are said to be held 
up while those to the Scandinavian 
countries are not molested. 

The American government further 
records its position on consignments 
shipped “to order” or no specific con- 
signee, stating that this circumstance 
alone is not sufficient to hold Ameri- 
can cargoes and is of itself not sus- 
picious. This view has been expressed 
by the Supreme Court of the United 

but Great Britain announced 
recently that cargoes shipped “to or- 
der” would be considered “suspect.” 
_ Today’s note points out that to hold 
consignments marked “to order” proof 
must be presented at the time when 
the detention or seizure is made, 
showing that a hostile destination is 
intended, or else a sufficient number 
of other facts must be advanced to 
justify examination of the 


cargo. 

It is in this connection that the 

United States remarks that commerce 
n neutral nations constitutes 
the normal relations of peace and not 
war and that the presumption of guilt 
cannot rest on neutral shippers, but 
the burden of proof must be imposed 
on the belligerent who interferes.

the sending of the note 
was not known to members of the 
diplomatic corps tonight, and it is un- 
likely that the Washington govern- 
ment, with the exception of the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, will communicate it 
to them unless they request it, hich 
officials thought it not unlikely that 
the path marked by the United 
States would be followed dy other 
neutral governments. 

South American governments es- 
pecially have been keeping in close 
touch with the attitude of the United 
States on subjects of neutrality and 
in most cases have adhered to the 
American position. As the note in- 
volves commerce mostly with Euro- 
pean neutrals, it is believed that dip- 
lomatic representatives of the latter 
will seek to learn the American view- 
point for transmission to their gov- 
ernments. 

The position of the United as 
expressed in today’s note, is a conse- 
quence of several steps by Great Brit- 

France and Germany on the sub- 
ject of contraband: Although the 
Declaration of London, drafted in 
1909, embodying the previous unde: 
standings of international law and 
new rules for the conduct of mari- 
time warfare with respect to neutral 
commerce, had not been ratified when 
the present war broke out, it was 
thought for a time all countries would 
adhere to it. 

Great Britain, by an order in coun- 
cll, on August 20 declared the Declara- 
tion of London effective with certain 
modifications.

MOTOR TRUCK AS FEZDERS. 
[New York World:] The Canadian 
Pacific’s plan of utilizing motor trucks 
to collect grain and other farm 
produce for shipment by rail and to 
return merchandise to the farmer 
marks an interesting new departure in 
railroad methods. Once the trolley 
car was counted on to orm this 
function and put the farm in touch 
with the freight station. The almost 
negligible growth of trolley freight 
traffic indicates how far that expec- 
tation has remained unrealized.

the opening session of the joint con- 
vention of the American Association 
for Labor Legislation and the Na- 
tional Conference on Unemployment. 


Industrial Accident Board of Massa- 
chusetts, declared that the 50 per cent. 
standard of payment provided by most 


of the compensation laws now in 
force was inadequate. In Massa- 
chusetts he said, even the two-thirds 
standard was insufficient. 

“I would have the scale of compen- 
sation range from 50 per cent. in the 
case of a minor or unmarried em- 
ployee having no dependents, to 90 per 
cent. in the case of a married em- 
ployee having a family, or a single 
employee who is the sole support of 
a family.” 

The minimum payments, Mr. Parks 
said, should range from $5 in the case 
a minor having no dependents, to 
$10 for employees having one other 
person dependent on them. For each 
other person dependent above one, he 
would raise the minimum $2, until a 
minimum of $16 was reached. 

Wallace D. Yaple, chairman of the 
Industrial Commission of Ohio, said 
administration of the compensation 
laws by commissions was preferable 
to administration by the courts. Great- 
er uniformity in interpretation, great- 
er efficiency and economy could then 
be obtained, he added. 

The present compensation law for 
Federal employees was criticized as 
unfair and discriminatory by Repre- 
sentative Daniel J. McGillicuddy of 
Maine. He appealed for the support 
of the two organizations for the Kern- 
MocGillicuddy bill now pending in Con- 


gress. 
John Mitchell, a member of the 
New York State Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Commission, and formerly 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, pointed out that sev- 
eral States already have adequate 
compensation laws. These, he said, 
included New Jersey, Maryland, West 
Virginia and New York.

French soldier has just appeared in 


ay Havre, wearing the regulation Eng- 
lish uniform of olive drab, with — 


and a cap of the traditional Fren 
army shape, but of khaki color. 

These soldiers, who created much 
interest at firet by reason of their 
novel uniform, are detachea from 
the French army to serve in the Eng- 
lish as official interpreters. They are 
mounted and attached to the various 
headquarters. 

English officers with more than a 
knowledge of restaurant French are 


not common, while the enlisted men 


who have been able to pick up Hin- 
dustanee and various jargons in the 
British colonies find themselves lost 
as far as French is concerned. Neither 
the French nor the English can pro- 
nounce the other’s language in an un- 
derstandable way when they do pick 
up words, On account of spies among 
the civillans who have often been 
used as interpreters on the front, it 
was felt necessary to have a corps 
vouched for by the French govern- 
ment.

SINGLE TAX EXPERIMENT. 


All Right During Good Times, but 
Some Doubt About it in Depressed 
Prosperity Period. 

[The Square Deal:] Several years 
ago the municipality of Edmonton 
adopted the single tax, or, as it is 
called in the United States, the Henry 
George system of taxation. The theory 
of this system is that taxes for all 
purposes should be levied on land 
alone and no revenue should be de- 
rived from taxation of personal prop- 
erty or even from a poll tax. 

The alleged benefit of such a sys- 
tem is in preventing speculation in real 
estate. The taxes on a vacant lot 
are the same as on an adjoining lot on 
which there is a building. This, in 
theory, would compel owners of va- 


cant property to erect revenue paying 
buildings. Further, the theory is that 
business men and manufacturers 
would be benefited by an exemption 
from taxes on their stocks of goods 
and their plants, thus encouraging 
business and manufacturing. 

Edmonton has just passed through 
a most active rise in real estate; 
values have multiplied rapidly; money 
has been easily obtained; millions 
have been spent by the railway com- 
panies, the government, and the mu- 
nicipality; the population has in- 
creased from 7000 to 60,000 in ten 
years. During the prosperous period 
taxes have been paid promptly, for 
the reason that city property was sal- 
able and it was profitable to erect 
buildings. All taxes being levied on 
real estate, the assessed value must 
necessarily be higher than if levied on 
other property as well. But when city 
real estate depreciated greatly in 
value, taxes began to become de- 
linquent, and in order to make up for 
the loss, the assessment and rate were 
both raised. ° 

The amount of taxes levied in 1913 
was about $3,000,000, of which about 
$1,000,000 is delinquent at this time. 
With this amount In arrears and with 
a penalty added, the city is forced to 
increase the rate of taxation or assess- 
ment, or both. The assessed value of 
the real estate in Edmonton for the 
current year is about $193,000,000, 
and the rate will be, according to the 
City Assessor, about seventeen mills, 
at the least. The amount to be raised 
is about $3,350,000, which, added to 
the .$1,000,000 delinquent from 1913, 
will make a large sum to be collected 
in 1914. The crucia)] test of this sys- 
tem will be the next or following 


year. 

The opponents of the single-tax 
system assert that its operation has 
not prevented speculation in land,; 
that it has not kept rents low; that 
it is one of the principal causes of 
the high rents which at present pre- 
vail in that city; that it has not made 
living ‘cheaper for the poor man and 
for the small business man. But the 
predominating opinion expressed by 
the people of Edmonton is that the 
single-tax system will eventually be

“IT think the practice the men get 
in miniature battles is a good thing.” 

They 
do not use their equipment, except 
the battery, which uses the field 
pieces, and the opportunity given the 
men of having practice in formations 
is excellent. I do not believe the 
charges that officers exploit the men 
to the extent of sharing their pay 
for services rendered on these occa- 
sions.” 

Col. Schreiber admitted there are 
petty jealousies in the Guard and said 
those who were dissatisfied had bet- 
ter quit and keep their complaints to 
themselves. He admitted the unfin- 
ished condition of the armory and 
the great distance to it are respon- 
sible for diminishing interest in the 

e. He said there is no available 
way of preventing the men from tak- 
ing their equipment away whenever 
they please. 

“Tf any of it is lost, new equipment 
is issued to replace that which is gone, 
unless it can be shown that the mem- 
ber himself took it away,“ said the 
colonel. 

Any number of the men charge——or 
admit—that they have participated in 
notion-picture “battles” at $2.50 a 
day.

KNIT RAILS BROKEN IN 
ARIZONA; TRAINS RUN. 


HROUGH service to New Orleans 
over the Southern Pacific and to 
. Chicago via the Rock Island was 
resumed at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, when section forces, after work- 
ing day and night for two days, suc- 
ceeded in knitting together the severed 
segments of line near Maricopa, Ariz., 
where the San Carlos River rose to 
nearly unprecedented heights, re- 
sought its old channel, and carried 
away and overflowed long stretches of 
Southern Pacific track. 

West-bound trains that had been 
stalled beyond the break began to ar- 
rive here late last night, and will keep 
coming in a long procession today. 
East-bound trains were reported as 
going forward from Tucson last night. 
The delayed trains, all of which are 
expected in here before noon today, 
are the Californians, Golden State 
Limiteds and Sunset Limiteds of the 
26th and the 27th insts. Trains that 
left here for the East yesterday will 
all be handled through on schedule. 

A Plain case of a river defying all 
efforts at coercion, coupled with an 
underestimation of the ability of Ari- 
zona to produce floods, was the cause, 
according to Southern Pacific officials 
here, of the various delays in getting 


trains through. 
The San os River in 1886, ac- 


cording to Southern Pacific records, 
deserted its did bed for a newer bed, 
only to revert to the old bed the fol- 
lowing year. In the course of time 
the old bed came to be looked on as 
official, and all bridge and track con- 
struction was carried forward with an 
eye to it, while the new and more di- 
rect course was closed in many cases. 

With tremendous rains last week in 
the Santa Catalina Mountains, the 
sources of the San Carlos River were 
filled to bursting and the water swept 
down through the canyons, burst all 
impediments, and carved a way into 
the 1886 channel, carrying out rail- 
road bridges in some places, track in 
other places, and in other locations 
covering the Southern Pacific line with 
Trom one to five feet of earth.

& Co. filed an application under the 
exchange provision of the act of June 
8, 1897, but it appears that the lands 
were withdrawn for forest purposes 
November 5, 1891, and reserved by 
executive proclamation February 4, 
1893. January 30, 1914, the local of- 
ficers dismissed the complaint of the 
government. 

It appears also that Renson was a 
member of the firm of F. A. Hyde & 
Co., and Conkling testified that he 
purchased the selection right. receiv- 
ing power of attorney to select land 
and to dispose thereof, paying F. A.

LONG CHASE FOR 
FUGITIVE ENDS. 


ALLEGED SLAYER COVERS TEN’ 
THOUSAND MILES IN TWO 


YEARS; TAKEN HERE. 


After a chase of 10,000 miles, that 
covered a period of more than two 
years, Harry E. Allen, alias Allen R. 
Smith, was arrested here yesterday by 
Deputy Sheriff Fox, charged with the 
murder of Roy Henderson, the city 
marshal of Gilroy, Cal., in Santa Clara 
county. 

The alleged murder occurred Octo- 
ber 4, 1914. Mr. Henderson was slain 
and robbed of $40, the murderer kill- 
ing him by striking him on the head 
with a pair of lineman’s tones. 

The evidence against Allen is the 
fact that the implement used to kill 
Henderson, the officers allege, was 
owned by Allen and the fact that Al- 
len fled immediately following the 
murder. 

He was arrested on the street by 
Deputy Fox, who had traced the pris- 
poner for two years and knew of his 
movements in Canada and the South. 

Allen was employed by the Kern 
River Power Company. He denied all 
knowledge of the crime. He was 
lodged in the County Jail and will be 
taken north this morning by officers 
grom Gilroy.

HE LOOSENING OF ORTHODOXY. 

Orthodox Christianity is no longer a 
rigid, unajterable, despotic set of rules, such 
as it was in the days of our great, great- 
grandfathers. Even in Connecticut a man 
may now kiss a wife—provided she is his 
own wife—on Sundays without risk of im- 
prisonment following osculation. Here in 
liberal, great-hearted California the Sunday- 
school superintendent sometimes dismisses. 
his pupils at noon with a prayer and two 
hours later he acts as umpire at a baseball 
game. 3 

In many ways Christianity has loosened 
during the last century. It recognizes the 
fact that teachings of our Savior which 
were applicable to the people of Palestine 
1900 years ago are not applicable to the 
people of today. The people of Judea had 
no palace cars, no autos, no aeroplanes and 
no jitneys. They traveled on long-eared, 
braying Toopiouses, used hump-backed cam- 
els for transporting freight, and relied upon 
Ananias rather than upon one-scent journals 
for lies. 

Especially is there a difference between 
A.D. 35 and A.D. 1915 in the estimate that 
Christians place upon the possession of 
riches. In Palestine the owner of wealth 
often obtained it by dishonest or tyrannical 
methods and used it to oppress the poor. 
“There were no Carnegies or Rockefellers 
in those days and throug’ out the gospels.” 
says Gregg, “riches are spoken of not only 
as a peril and temptation to the soul, but as 
something evil in themselves; something 
to be atoned for; something to be singled 
out for condemnation:” The young man 
who has kept all the commandments from 
his youth up and asks what he must do 
further to securé eternal life is told to 
despoil himself of all his great possessions 
and give them to the poor. He is reluctant 
to do so, and Jesus thereupon observes that 
“a rich man shall hardly enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” According to Luke he 
said, “Blessed are ye poor, for yours is the 
kingdom of God. Woe unto you that are 
Mh, for you have received your consola- 
8 not up for yourselves treasures 
upon ea ag 

In. the very familiar parable of Dives and 
Lazarus ‘the rich man, without the faintest 
intimation that he had any other fault than 
wealth, is relegated to the place of torment; 
while the beggar, without the faintest inti- 
mation that he had any other merit but his 
indigence and his sores, Is carried by angels 
into Abraham’s bosom; and the startling 
and sole reason assigned for the award is 
that now it is the turn of Lazarus to be 
made comfortable. It may not be gainsald 
that the prevailing tone and teaching of the 
gospel to the Jews of Palestine 1900 years 
ago is to the effect that the poor are the 
more especial favorites of God; that wealth 
is a thing to be shunned, not to be sought; 
that it distinctly stands in the way of sal- 
vation and will probably have to be atoned 
for hereafter by terrific compensation. 

“Yet,” continues Mr. Gregg in his work 
on the “Creed of Christendom,” “in spite 
of this emphatic warning, riches have been 
the most general pursuit of Christians in 
all ages and among al! classes, with rare 
exceptions in the monkish ages; among real 
and earnest as well as among merely pro- 
fessing Christians; among the accredited 
teachers of the gospel (to a considerable 
extent) as well as among the mere follow- 
ing flock of lay disciples. The most really 
Christian nations have been, and still are, 
the most devoted to the pursuit of gain; 
the most rigidly and ostentatiously Chris- 
tian sections of those nations—the Quakers 
and the Scotch—have been among the stead- 
fest and most quietly-successful in the

Love has had its full quota of attention 
during the Yuletide season.

There is no hate so intense 
as that of a man for a woman from whom 
he has accepted everything, tncluding her 
th, whom he has ceased to love, whom 
wishes to discard, but who persists in 
loving him against his will. 
Gratitude is one-of the rarest of virtues.

Fortunately it ls not given to many of us 
to hate. And, indeed, few of us love with 
any great intensity either. A mild form 
of jog-trot affection is the most that the 
majority of us are capable of, Perhaps it 
is well. Great love and great hate are the 
most painful of emotions. Shakespeare's 
dictum that love is both a torment and a 
treasure, having it, no peace, lacking it, no 
pleasure, nicely sums up the inconvenience. 


Certain it is that the people who have 
done us an ill-turn, who have affronted our 


signs of relenting on their part. The so 
clety leader who has snubbed a climber 


proved impatient of her interest in him is 
the one of all others that can win her when 
he elects to do, so. 

The master who treats his dog with stern, 
cold, almost harsh methods is the one who 
-an count on his dog's loyalty to the very 
death. The old adage that the dog will lic 
the hand that whipped him is so often 
proved all too true. 

Jealousy is the most prolific cause of 
hate. And it is always the jealous soul that 
hates with vehemence. Their jealousy has 
caused them to do the object of their jeal- 
ousy an ill turn whenever the opportunity 
offered, and that knowledge, that inner con- 
eciousness, is what engenders hate. 

Labor-unionism never hated capital until 
the agitators sowed the seeds of jealousy. 
Then unionism started to undermine capt- 
tal with intrigue and calumny, and hatred 
followed as the night the day. And when 
capital responded with kick for kick, the 
seeds of natura) hatred were nicely ger- 
minated into a healthy, raucous weed. 


The southern slaves never hated their 
owners, hatred was no part of the Roman 
slaves’ creed. When they were ill-freated 
they were sorrowful, reproachful, and la- 
bored under a sense of injustice perhaps, 
but it wasn't hate. They were ever ready 
to respond to the smallest consideration 
with affection, sacrifice, loyalty. Not until 
the agitators on their behalf stirred up 
jealousy and fomented treachery did hate 
get a foothold. 


One is not prepared to declare that the 
agitators were all wrong. Their cause was 


is as necessary to the world’s progress as 
love is to its happiness. But the fact re- 
mains that hatred is the outcome of our 
own wrongdoing, our own disloyalty, our 
own treachery, our own ingratitude, and not 
the immediate outcome of the ills to which 
we have been subjected. 

Those of us who cherish a great hatred 
in our hearts can readliy prove this creed. 
When two people hate each other it is al- 
ways because they have done each other 
grievous wrong. Hatred, indeed, is a matter 
of conscience, not a matter of revenge. 

Justice plays a small part in hatred. It 
has almost become proverbial that the wife- 
beater is more assured of the love and loy- 
alty of his spouse than the overindulgent 
husband who denies his wife nothing. Di- 
vorce suits that are based upon cruelty are 
usually trumped up. It ts very rare for 
either party to seek a divorce for genuine, 
tangible cruelty unless it has been “quite 
mutual.” But when a wife has been dis- 
loyal to her husband she just naturally 
hates him, he is a living reproach to her 
conscience; the reverse is not always true 
except in flagrant cases, for men have easier 
consciences on this particular subject and 
do not regard “the other woman” as neces- 
sarily being disloyalty to the wife. But if he 
had misused her fortune, or been in any 
way what he considered guilty towards her, 
then indeed would his mind be ripe for hate. 

The people we love are the people we 
have served, the people to whom we owe 
nothing. That is why parental love is al- 
ways spoken of as the most real. 

And the nations that love each other are 
the nations that serve each other. While 
France and England were busy exchanging 
diplomatic spite across the channel there 
was no international hatred more intense. 
But when King Edward saw the licht and 
suggested an entente cordiale for mutual 
service, hatred vanished as though it had 
never been, old-time differences looked pal- 
try and unworthy, the countries saw each 
other as a different people, and a wonderful 
bond of friendship was cemented.

Martha H. de Turk, the “Sand Lot 
Queen,” under the will of her husband, 
Joshua G. de Turk, who died last 
Wednesday, leaving an estate valued 
at $45,000. The relations between the 
aged husband and his younger wife 
had become very much strained before 
his death.

June 22, last, and left it in the pos- 
session of his attorneys, Davis & Rush, 
sets aside the one acre which includes 
their home on George street, and re- 
quests that it be segregated from his 
larger real estate holdings. The resi- 
due of the estate is given to his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Esther Amanda Holl of 
Reading, Pa. 
The estate consists of real property 
at Vernon, farming stock and 20,000 
shares of stock of the Wyckoff Exca- 
Vating and Ditching Company. Mr. 
De Turk writes in his will that the 
estate is his separate property and 
that no funds of his wife were used 
in any purchases he made. She says 
her funds were used. 

Mrs. De Turk’s history has been 
romantic. She is well known to the 
older generation as a daring aeronaut 
and parachute jumper who thrilled 
hundreds in exhibition in this city. 
She married Mr. De Turk and he al- 
leged in his answer to the divorce suit 
that she revealed her identity to him 
as the famous balloonist. 

In her complaint Mrs. De Turk 
makés unique charges against her 
aged husband. She says he was not 
only cruel, but niggardly. The trial 
of this suit, now stopped by the hand 
of death, promised sensational de- 
velopments. 

The “Sand Lot Queen” came into 
prominence several months ago when 
she kept a contractor from the Ver- 
non premises with a gun. The con- 
tractor had been sold the right by 
Mr. De Turk to enter the premises for
